COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  DECSIBSR  1,  1959 


CoTTimodity  summary 

Going  into  the  new  pack  season,  frozen  orange  concentrate  stocks  of  about  20  million 
gallons  were  the  largest  ever  for  December  1,  according  to  reports  received  by  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.    These  stocks  were  almost  double  those  of  a  year  earlier  and 
one-third  greater  than  the  December  1,  195U-58  average,    Warehouse  stocks  of  frozen 
turkeys  were  down  to  l82  million  pounds  by  December  1,  a  drop  of  38  million  from  a 
month  earlier.    This  compares  T-d-th  a  1x7  million  pound  reduction  during  November  19^8 
and  the  average  November  out-movement  of  l6  million  pounds*    Stocks  of  red  meats 
were  increased  during  the  month,    A  U2  million  pound  gain  brought  warehouse  holdings 
to  ij.62  million  pounds,  10  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  but  k  percent  less  than 
average  for  December  lo    Stock  gains  for  all  red  meat  items,  except  lamb  and  mutton, 
were  reported  but  the  largest  increases  occurred  in  stocks  of  frozen  beef  and  frozen 
pork  bellies.    Fresh  apple  stocks  amounted  to  hh  million  bushels  and  fresh  pears, 
2,2  million  bushels.    These  supplies  were  lower  than  a  year  earlier.    Butter  stocks 
were  reduced  21  million  pounds  to  hi  million  by  December  1,    This  reduction  was 
11  million  less  than  average  and  5  million  short  of  the  November  19$8  net  withdrawals 
Stocks  were  half  of  a  year  earlier  and  only  about  one-fourth  of  average,  American 
cheese  holdings  dropped  to  282  million  pounds.    The  November  reduction  of  ?6  mi  11  Ton 
pounds  was  average  for  the  month  and  equal  to  the  drop  a  year  earlier,    December  1 
stocks  of  shell  eggs  totaled  306,000  cases.    This  time  last  year,  114.0,000  cases  were 
in  storage  while  the  average  is  3 25 > 000,    Net-withdrawals  of  frozen  eggs  amounted  to 
23  million  pounds  during  November  leaving  96  million  in  storage  on  December  1,  This 
compares  with  73  million  a  year  earlier  and  average  holdings  of  95  million  pounds. 
The  November"  reduction  was  about  average  for  the  month  but  was  3  million  pounds  more 
than  in  1958,    Frozen  vegetable  holdings  totaled  906  million  pounds,  do\<m.  25  million 
from  a  month  earlier.    This  decline  was  five  times  that  of  a  year  earlier  and  25  per- 
cent larger  than  average  stocks.    Frozen  fruit  holdings  totaled  I4.9I  million  pounds  on 
December  1  "t^ich  compares  with  5l2  million  on  December  1,  195^^  and  average  December  1 
holdings  of  ii69  million  pounds.    The  November  reduction  of  21  million  pounds  was  2 
million  more  than  in  1958  and  U  million  more  than  average. 

General  commodity  movement 

Commodity  weights  in  both  cooler  and  freezer  space  declined  during  November.  A 
decrease  of  9  percent  brought  the  product  weight  in  cooler  space  down  to  3«6  billion 
pO'jnds.    Reductions  in  stocks  of  fresh  frait,  milk,  cheese,  and  shell  eggs  were  more 
than  sufficient  to  offset  gains  in  stocks  of  other  cooler-stored  items,  November 
reductions  in  freezer  holdings  of  cream,  butter,  frozen  eggs,  poultry,  fruits, 
juices,  and  vegetables  outweighed  increases  in  stocks  of  red  meats  and  miscellaneous 
freezer  products.    The  resultant  change  in  total  product  vreight  in  freezers  V7as  a 
drop  of  k  percent  which  left  3  billion  pounds  in  storage. 

Storage  occupancy 

Utilization  of  cooler  and  freezer  space  in  public  refrigerated  warehouses  declined 
during  November.    Cooler  occupancy  was  down  to  57  percent  on  December  1.    This  was  a 
2  percentage  point  decline  during  November.    On  Deconber  1,  1958  cooler  occupancy 
was  at       percent.    The  195U-58  average  coder  occupancy  on  December  1  is  63  per- 
cent.   A  decline  of  3  percentage  points  during  November  brought  freezer  occupancy 
to  7h  percent  on  December  1,    On  this  date  last  year  freezer  occupancy  was  at  71 
percent;  the  average  is  75  percent.     Contrary  to  the  general  decline  in  cooler  oc- 
cupancy, /Jest  North  Central,  East  South  Central,  West  South  Central,  and  Mountain 
regions  showed  increases  from  1  to  6  percentage  points.    There  was  a  general  decline 
in  freezer  occupancy,  except  in  the  New  England,  V/est  South  Central,  and  Mountain 
regions,  each  up  2  percentage  points,  and  no  change  in  the  East  South  Central 
region. 

Dairy  products 

A  reduction  of  2  million  pounds  during  November,  left  10  million  pounds  of  cream 
in  storage  on  December  1.  Stocks  last  year  this  date  totaled  11  million  pounds; 
average  stocks  are  12  million.    Creamery  butter  stocks  were  reduced  by  21  million 
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pounds  during  November,    Last  year  during  November,  26  milion  pounds  were  removed 
from  storage.    On  the  average,  butter  stocks  are  reduced  by  32  million  pounds  during 
November,    On  December  1,  butter  stocks  totaled  hi  million  pounds,  50  percent  below 
stocks  of  a  year  earlier  and  73  percent  below  average.    Stocks  of  American  cheese, 
reduced  by  26  million  pounds  during  November,  totaled  282  million  on  December  1, 
Although  3h  percent  below  average,  these  stocks  were  10  percent  above  holdings  on 
December  1,  19^^* 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Warehouse  stocks  of  poultry  meats  on  December  1  amounted  to  3^2  million  pounds. 
This  was  a  33  million  pound  reduction  since  November  1 — slightly  more  than  the  31 
million  pound  reduction  a  year  earlier  and  compares  with  the  average  decrease  of 
k  million.    Holdings  totaled  377  million  pounds  on  December  1,  1958  while  average 
stocks  are  332  million.    Stocks  of  broilers  and  fryers,  reduced  nearly  1  million 
pounds  during  November,  totaled  26  million  in  storage  on  December  1,    This  date 
last  year,  31  million  pounds  were  in  storage,    A  net  reduction  of  38  million  pounds 
in  turkey  stocks  left  l82  million  pounds  in  storage  on  December  1,    This  was  12 
percent  below  a  year  earlier  but  1  percent  above  average.    Shell  egg  stocks  were 
reduced  by  163,000  cases  during  November^,    December  1  holdings  totaled  306,000 
cases.    Although  6  percent  below  average,  December  1  holdings  were  more  than  double 
a  year  eai'lier.    A  reduction  of  23  million  pounds  in  frozen  eggs  left  96  million 
in  storage  on  December  1.    These  stocks  were  31  percent  above  a  year  earlier  and 

I  percent  above  average. 

Juices,  fruits,  and  vegetables 

Orange  concentrate  stocks  totaled  about  20  million  gallons  on  December  1,  the 
largest  ever  for  the  date.    These  stocks  were  almost  double  those  of  a  year  earli- 
er and  about  one -third  larger  than  average,    Warehouse  stocks  of  frozen  fruits 
declined  seasonally  and  by  December  1  were  down  to  Ii91  million  pounds.    This  com- 
pares with  5ll  million  pounds  in  storage  December  1,  19^8  and  I|.69  million,  the 
average  for  the  datec    Net  withdrawals  during  November  totaled  21  million  pounds, 

II  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  almost  one-fourth  larger  than  average. 
Except  for  stocks  of  frozen  apples,  all  frozen  fruit  items  were  in  lesser  supply 
on  December  1  than  a  month  earlier.    The  906  million  pounds  of  frozen  vegetables 
in  storage  December  1  compares  with  900  million  stored  a  year  earlier.  Average 
holdings  for  the  date  are  823  million  pounds.    During  November,  frozen  vegetable 
holdings  dropped  25  million  pounds  or  about  5  times  the  reduction  of  a  year  earli- 
er and  25  percent  more  than  average. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

Red  meat  holdings  totaled  I|.62  million  pounds  on  December  1,    These  stocks  were 
10  percent  above  December  1,  1958  but  k  percent  below  average.    Seasonal  gains  in 
beef  stocks  totaled  6  million  pounds  during  November,    A  year  earlier  beef  stocks 
i-jere  increased  by  21  million  pounds  while  the  average  net  gain  is  3U  million. 
Beef  holdings  totaled  l69  million  pounds  on  December  1 — up  7  percent  compared 
with  the  same  date  last  year  and  k  percent  above  the  195U-58  average.    Pork  hold- 
ings were  increased  31  million  pounds  during  November  compared  with  50  million  for 
the  same  period  last  year  and  73  million  the  average.    Stocks  of  pork  totaled  2l6 
million  pounds  on  December  1,    Although  13  percent  below  average,  these  stocks 
were  17  percent  above  holdings  on  December  1,  1958.     Frozen  pork  items,  picnics, 
hams,  and  bellies  all  increased  daring  November,    Frozen  pork  bellies  showed  the 
largest  gain,  l5  million  pounds,  up  60  percent.    Frozen  picnics  were  up  52  percent 
and  frozen  hams  were  up  7  percent.
